I have a book two-thirds done and in two mouths or probably more have not been able 
to touch it. I've been getting by with as little as four hours sleep when at my age and 
in my conditions I should not put such hours in. There is virtually no social or pleasure 
time in all of this. And then to have had to write all these unnecessary letters, to you 
and to others? 

If there have been any emergencies or special problems, then what I cannot under- 
stand is not just dropping me a pastoard, as I've asked. So it does not makes sense to 
me and has become abusive.

A t really ia 
thin bad. 

I know you have problems. lou know I foresaw them and tiled to persuade avpddance. 
But I know of no reason whwy this should have made all this disagrceablanes^ for me and 

all this extra work and aggravation, konethelesa, 1 hope things are looking up for you.
